Town seeks to retain 
double A bond rating 


Wilmington is being surveyed 
at this time by Moody's In- 
vestment Service. Wilmington is 
one of about half a dozen towns in 
eastern Massachusetts which 
enjoys a good financial reputation 
with Moody's, being rated at Aa 
(pronounced Double A) 

A Double A rating allows a 
municipality to borrow money at 
a lower cost. A few communities 
are rated Aaa, and borrow at the 
lowest cost. Many more are rated 
A, and have to pay higher rates 
when borrowing money. * 

There are many communities 
in Massachusetts that do not even 
approach the A rating. A reading 
of the daily papers often reveals 
this. The largest community in 
Massachusetts enjoys a Bb 
rating, and there are others below 
that 

From a financial viewpoint a 
Double A is vorth having. It 
means that the taxpayers do not 
pay as much when money has to 
be borrowed for the purpose of 
building schools or constructing 
sewers. 

Wilmington was awarded the 
Aa rating 25 years ago. Moody's, 
at that time reviewed the then 
current zoning, based on the plans 
for Route 93, the fact that Route 
93 was being constructed, the 
financial structure and planning 
for the town, and the impending 
coming of Avco to Wilmington. 
The town has kept that Aa rating 
ever since. 

It is not the practice of that firm 
to evaluate towns just because 
there are new bonding issues to be 
made. However, Massachusetts 
at this time has the Proposition 
2'2 to consider, and Wilmington 
has a new sewer which is 95 
percent complete. This means 
more bonding for the town. Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski asked 
for a new survey, and Moody's did 
respond. 

Stephen Hochman, from 
Moody's arrived at the Town Hall 
at 3 p.m. Monday. He was ac- 
companied by several persons 
from the First National Bank of 
Boston. The purpose was to

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survey the general obligation 
bonding of the town - to see if 
Wilmington should still enjoy a 
Double A rating. 

There was an immediate 
meeting in the town manager's 
office. Financial officers of the 
town were present, both the 
current and retired officers.

water department is on a self- 
sustaining budget, and does not 
require any tax dollars for 
operational use. The analysis he 
performed was, in effect, a 
thorough review of the town’s 
financial accounts. 

He was also given a tour of the 
town, both in residential and 
industrial areas.

A gift to Israel 
from Temple Shalom sale 


Temple Shalom of Wilmington, 
recently sold, has completed the 
distribution of its funds.

Each spring the same scenario 
is played out — playing fields are 
a shambles, school grounds are a 
mess, public buildings’ grounds 
are never reseeded or in any way 
rejuevenated, And the situation is 
deteriorating. One picture is 
worth a thousand words — just 
look around. 

When is a grounds keeper not a 
grounds keeper? Well, it seems 
according to Wilmington grounds 
crew he is not a grounds keeper 
when he is delivering goods from 
school to school, including lun- 
ches, working as a custodian 
inside a school, and being asked 
to do._menial chores. 

That is pretty much the latest 
explanation given by grounds 
crew members. 

The big question is how do we 
remedy this? 

The Common is taken care of by 
the cemetery crew, when they get 
around to it, which they seem to 
do less and less each year. The 
schools and public buildings come 
under the Building Maintenance 
Dept. 

I recall one selectman who 
made a campaign promise to 
combine all these under one 
department to give more ac- 
countability and control 

In light of 2%, that 
reorganization is needed more 
than ever. 

Duplicating of service per- 
sonnel is expensive. Too many 
chiefs and not enough Indians, if 
you will. 

We can talk about pride at the 
high school, but heaven forbid it 
be suggested our town 
management take a really close 
look at the upkeep of our public 
grounds and facilities and act ina 
dramatic, innovative way to 
correct a deteriorating situation 

The playing fields at our school 
are dangerous, they are in such 
poor shape. This can be attributed 
to poor maintenance and upkeep, 
simple as that. 

Four men are assigned to the 
grounds crew and with a schedule 
of priorities (each year) maybe, 
just maybe, his situation could be 
corrected. A time allotment for 
each job would not seem too 
unreasonable and schedule same 
for reasonable completion 

I for one get tired of seeing four 
men and one rake, or four men 
and one lawn mower, or four men, 
a truck, and one bucket to pick up 
one bag of litter around the 
school, or four men, one rake, one 
truck, all on overtime standing in 
the middle of a playing field,

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Qualifications of town administrator 


This is the third in a series of 
articles designed to more widely 
educate the voting public as to 
what the proposed town ad- 
ministrator plan is and how it will 
change the structure of 
Tewksbury government. The plan 
will face Tewksbury voters 
during the annual town meeting. 

This week: qualifications: 
selection process; and per- 
formance bonding. 

Although all other areas of the 
proposal seem quite clear in their 
intent, it is the qualifications 
sections that seem to be at odds 
with each other. However, one 
thing does seem clear. The town 
would be seeking a professional 
administrator for the post. 

Qualifications for the post are 
outlined under both Sections Two 
and Seven. Although the sections 
have somewhat different wor- 
ding, the intent of the authors 
seems Clear. 

Section Two spells out very 
loosely what qualifications the 
administrator must possess. It 
also spells out that candidates for 
the post must not have held an 
elective position in Tewksbury for 
two-years, that the ad 
ministrator’s full time attention 
will be devoted solely to the 
operation of the town and that the 
administrator must first get 
written approval from the 
selectmen before entering into 
any “other business, occupation 
or profession during his term of 
office.” 

The section also allows the 
townspeople to establish, at town 
meeting, any other qualifications 
that they “deem necessary and 
appropriate."” 

Section Seven, while differing 
from Section Two in some 
respects, defines certain basic 
qualifications more stringently 
The section also defines the task 
of a search committee and the 
process for seeking candidates. 

The search for an ad- 
ministrator will apparently be 
under the watchful eye of the 
selectmen, who, under Section 
Seven, will be vesponsible for 
appointing a ‘‘search committee” 
to interview all candidates 

The pool of candidates will be 


built by advertising the ad- 
ministrator’s position nationwide. 
The advertisement will spell out 
that the candidate “should 
possess a bachelor’s degree or 
eight years previous com- 
pensated experience in private or 
public administration.” 

That qualification differs from 
the one outlined in Section Two 
inasmuch as it points out a 
specific degree or number of 
years of experience. Section Two 
only goes as far as requiring that 
the administrator will be ap- 
pointed “‘solely on the basis of 
executive and administrative 
qualifications and shall be a 
person of proven professional 
ability, especially fitted by 
education, training and previous 
experience in municipal or 
private administration helpful for 
the performance of the duties of 
the office.” 

Section Seven contradicts 
Section Two by spelling out that 
the administrator candidates 
must have been out of elected 
office for 12 months before being 
considered for the job. Section 
Two spells out a period of two 
years. 

However, the contridiction 
seems to cause little or no con- 
cern for the proposal’s strongest 
advocate, Selectman Dick 
Trueba. “I'm willing to bend on 
things such as these,” Trueba 
said. 

He explains that requiring the 
applicant to be out of elected 
service for a period of time takes 
away a potential “conflict of 
interest." 

Trueba seems to indicate that 
elements from both Section Two 
and Seven may be amended or 
combined to form a more specific 
or stringent section which would 
spell out all qualifications and set 
forth all the requirements the 
candidates will have to meet. 

However, Trueba stresses that 
most of the plan, specifically 
Section Four, should not be 
amended. 

Another aspect of Section Seven 
spells out that the search com- 
mittee will interview all can- 
didates and supply the selectmen 
with a list of three finalists. The

consuming methods instead of 
efficient modern, modern com- 
puters. By creating the cryotron 
Dudley Buck served as a missing 
link to the computer industry 
making the modern computer a 
widely used instrument 
Of equal importance, Mr. Buck 
dedicated himself to the 
Wilmington community. Besides 
serving as the chairman of the 
school committee and taking 
active leadership of the Boy 
Scouts and science fairs, Mr. 
Buck was devoted to religion. His 
strong devotion to church ac- 
tivities in the Methodist Church 
only enhances his dignity in the 
Wilmington community 
Remarkably, Mr. Buck's life 
balanced science and religion to 
create an almost inseparable 
bond that no scientist had ever 
previously achieved. Mr. Buck 
was truly a brilliant man with 
remarkable character and the 
Town of Wilmington should be 
applauded for honoring him.

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selectmen, according to the 
section, will make the final ap- 
pointment from that list of three. 

Section Seven also requires that 
the appointed administrator 
“become a registered voter in the 
town” within six months of ap- 
pointment and “may not hold 
elected office.”’ 

Although the proposal would 
allow the voters to add more 
qualifications as they “deem 
necessary and appropriate,"’ 
Trueba says, ‘I don’t think they 
probably would (add new 
qualifications), but at least they 
hold that option.” 

Once the qualifications are met 
and the administrator is ap- 
pointed, Section Three requires 
him to assure the town that he will 
engage in “the faithful per- 
formance of his duties."’ That 
assurance will be provided 
through the use of what has been 
termed a “faithful performance 
bond.” 

Trueba explains the bond is a 
type of insurance policy that will 
be made payable to the town, The 
bond will “protect the town 
should he (the administrator) do 
something unlawful,’’ Trueba 
says. The selectmen, as outlined 
in Section Three, will set the 
“sum” of the bond ‘with such 
surety or sureties” as they deem 
necessary. 

Section Three also provides 
that the cost of the bond will be 
paid by the town. 

‘This type of bond is nothing new 
or different. Currently, the town 
foots the bill for bonding of the 
treasurer and the clerk. Those 
bonds are also a “faithful per- 
formance” type of bond and 
guarantees that the town will be 
covered for a certain amount, in 
the case of the treasurer it is 
$136,000 and in the case of the 
clerk it is $5,000, in case the 
employees fail to perform their 
duties properly and, as a result of 
that failure, incur an expense or 
financial loss to the town, 

- The most visable example is 
that of absconding with money. 
The bond is issued “tin case they 
(treasurer and clerk) abscond 
with monies, and so forth,’ Town 
Counsel Charles Zaroulis ex- 


plained when selectmen recently 
approved those two bonds. 

The amount of the bonds is 
usually based on a percentage of 
money the employee handles in 
any given year. The bonds for the 
treasurer and clerk are required 
by the department of revenue and 
carry with them minimum 
coverage amounts, the Town 
Crier was told. 

The cost for the bonds are 
covered under the town’s un- 
classified account, more 
specifically under insurance 
coverage, the Town Crier was 
told. 

Trueba explained that in the 
case of the administrator, the 
selectmen will have to agree upon 
an amount they feel is sufficient 
to cover any expense or loss he 
may cause the town due to actions, 
beyond his legal powers. Trueba 
said that the state may require a 
minimum amount for the ad- 
ministrator, but he was unsure. 
However, execution of the bond, 
as outlined in the plan, will be left 
to the administrator and the 
selectmen, 

The bond will be offered for sale 
on the open market. Potential 
buyers will bid for the bond ac. 
cording to the bond 
specifications. Those 
specifications may require one or 
more persons to jointly buy the 
bond, or may include the issuance 
of a number of lesser amount 
bonds that would equal a total 
coverage amount. 

In any case, the person or 
persons who purchase the bond 
will become the ‘‘surety or the 
sureties."" As such, the bond 
holder(s) must prove that they 
have sufficient funds on hand to 
cover the face value of the bond. 

The bond holder(s) must 
guarantee that the town will 
receive the face value of the 
bond(s), should the administrator 
be found guilty of doing 
something unlawful that has 
incurred an expense or financial 
loss on the town. In return for that 
guarantee, the town will pay the 
bond holder(s) a per year amount 
agreed upon at the time of the 
sale of the bond.

Basic skills test given 


For the second year, the Basic 
Skills Improvement Plan is being 
implemented for eighth grade 
students at Tewksbury Junior 
High School. In December and 
January, all students were tested 
with the Iowa Test of Basic Skills. 

Raw scores on the various sub- 
tests of vocabulary, reading 
comprehension, visual materials 
and reference materials will 
count in determining minimal 
competency in the area of 
reading. 

Raw scores on the various sub- 
tests of problems concepts and 
computation will determine 
minimal competency in 
mathematics. 

All eighth grade students were 
evaluated in the writing area by 
two samples of their skill, i.e., a 
writing sample and a business 
letter. These papers are being 
scored presently. 

In order to be declared com- 
petent in these areas, teachers 
have established standards for 
students to attain which were 
later been approved by the State 
Department of Education. 

The Tewksbury plan for basic 
skills not only includes those 
standards but also establishes a 


process for improvement within 
each instructional area by 
meeting the needs of individual 
students as diagnosed in the 
testing program. This in- 
structional re-inforcement, for 
those who have failed, is followed 
by re-testing with a different form 
of the Iowa Test of Basic Skills 
when teachers have determined 
that these students are prepared 
for re-testing. 

Recently 10 ninth grade 
students easily passed the 
standard for reading and rectified 
their past deficiency 

As soon as all areas are 
corrected and properly reviewed, 
parents of eighth grade students 
who did not meet the standard, 
will be informed. Teachers will 
then discuss and plan a means to 
improve that student’s skills in 
the area or areas indicated, 
reading, writing or mathematics. 

Parents should encourage these 
activities and support the school's 
effort to improve these most 
necessary skills. 

Any person desiring more in- 
formation or wishing to view the 
improvement plan should contact 
Mr. Treanor, head counselor at 
Tewksbury Junior High School.

Survey points to 


Sixty-two per cent of respon- 
dents in the recent Wilmington 
League of Women Voters’ housing 
survey think Wilmington has a 
housing shortage. Fixty-six per 
cent of the respondents indicated 
they would accept subsidies if 
they qualified. 

The survey was mailed to 500 
randomly selected households in 
the town. It was designed to 
identify housing needs of 
Wilmington residents and to 
solicit opinions about different 
housing solutions that may be 
pursued in the town. 

We asked if respondents 


thought there was a housing 
shortage in the town. Sixty-two 
percent said yes; thirty-one 
percent - no; and the rest in- 
dicated they did not know or gave 
no response. Most who thought 
there was a shortage said it af- 
fected young adults and the 
elderly. 

Responses onthe survey in- 
dicated a need for housing in all 
age groups. For those who wanted 
to move, finding affordable and 
appropriately sized housing was 
indicated by all income levels as 
being the biggest obstacles to 
moving toa different home within

When addressing the housing 
needs of low to moderate income 
townspersons, 60 per cent 
suggested the town should help in 
some way, four per cent saw no 
solution, and 14 percent were 
against any venture to provide 
housing

The entire 
sum must first be appropriated 
by the municipality involved, 
which, in these days of Prop 21s. 
can prove to be a painful gesture. 

Among the list of future needs, 
in vehicles for the town, Buzz had 
an item of a new ladder fire truck, 
probably to be purchased in 1984 
or 1985. The ladder truck got some 
discussion. 

The fire chief, Buzz said, 
believes that a fire ladder truck 
with a 75 foot reach would cost 
about $150,000 today. The cost of a 
truck with a 100 foot reach would 
be in the neighborhood of $200,000- 
$225,000, depending on the amount 
of additional equipment 

The town has an insurance 
bond, he said, protecting the town 
from any dishonest or fradulent 
act, on the part of town employees 
and officials. 

The selectmen and town 
manager are currently engaged 
in a survey for possible alter- 
natives, relative to the staffing of 
public schools. The custodians of 
the public buildings are present 
when the buildings are open, in 
addition to their night work, and 
there is a valid reason, he said. 
The custodian is the person who 
represents the town. 

Interest on Anticipation Notes, 
and Authentican Fees, and 
Miscellaneous Debts will take 
$324,196 in 1982, he reported. This, 
in part, is the money that is paid 
to banks on loans by the town, 
taken out by the town treasurer.

aster Sunday traditionally has 
been a day when people all over 
America gather to celebrate the 
season, take the spring air and show 
off their new hats. By the 1880s the 
Easter fashion parade” was well 
established in New York City 
Toques, toppers, sailors. 
derbies and fedor ssomed like 
aster lilies along Fifth Avenue. But 
then, in the 1930s, a blight began to 
spread across the land — creeping 
hatlessness 


In 1934 a West Coast cor 
dent for the trade journ:

FM TALK: More American 
history trivia, courtesy of you

It was one year ago last month 
that an assassination attempt was 
made against President Reagan. 
The first attempt to assassinate a 
president took place on January 30 
1835, while Andrew Jackson was 
attending the funeral of 
Congressman Warren Davis, of 
South Carolina. A mentally 
disturbed Englishman by the name 
of Richard Lawrence nonchalantly 
strolled up to Jackson and opened 
fire with two pistols. Even though 
Jackson was standing just six feet 
away from Lawrence, the president 
was not hurt, What saved Jackson's 
life was that only the caps exploded, 
in spite of the guns having been 
loadédproperly. A gun expert noted 
that the chances of that happening 
were one in a hundred and twenty 
five thousand. As for Lawrence, he 
was captured and eventually 
committed to an insane asylum. 

During that same year, one of the 
greatest hoaxes ever drummed up 
by @ newspaper made its mark in 
American history. The New York 
Sun ran an article about an English 
astronomer, Sir John Herschel, who 
had published a series of reports in 
the Edinburgh Journal of Science 
confirming that funny creatures 
with bat-like wings inhabited the 
moon. The story was picked up by 
newspapers all across the country 
and soon many people believed that 
it was true. After a group of Yale 
scientists demanded to examine the 
articles written by Herschel, the Sun 
admitted that neither Herschel or 
the Journal of Science existed 
Revealing the truth didn't hurt the 
Sun, however, since its circulation 
had climbed to the highest in the 
world

In recent decades, people have 
worn hats to protect their heads 
and not much else. 
thus. Once upon a time, the wearing 
or not wearing of a hal was a matter 
of the highest importance When 
knighthood was in flower, knights of 
rank doffed cumbersome 
out of respect for each 
other, but despite the age of 
chivalry, they did not remove them 
for the ladies.

It’s been a winter of 
slippery streets and 
messy windshields 
posing a difficult 
challenge for people 
dedicated to safe 
driving. "And there's 
something else that 
makes our driving 
risky, according to 
Susan Berger, Director 
of the Prevention Center 
at North Shore Council 
on Alcoholism. There's 
a certain driver out 
there that we should 
watch out for 

“This person drives in 
spurts Berger 
Either too fast or too 
slow for conditions 
Either doesn't pay any 
attention to traffic 
signals or sees them too 
late. His judgement on 
passing maneuvers is 
very poor, and he 
doesn't allow enough 
cle nce or takes too 
long or swerves while 
passing. He is a mena 
to himself and the rest 
of us. This person 
whether male or 
female, is a drinking 
driver who doesn’t know 
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problem, defensive 
driving isin order,"" 

Defensive driving 
includes an awareness 
of the drinking driver's 
behavior, which in 
addition to items 
already mentioned 
includes failure to turn 
on headlights at night. 
leaving high beams on. 
Starling and stopping 
with jerky motions. 
driving too close to 
curbs, straddling the 
center line, and 
sometimes traveling on 
the wrong side of the 
road. “The best piece of 
advice STAY 
CLEAR!” says Berger 
We also suggest that 
people consider taking 
the plate number and 
reporting the 
driver...for his own sake 
as well as the safety of 
others."

Hats, Hats, Hats 


ficials, musicians each calling 
had a particular hat. The king's cook 
wore a headdress just like the 
king’s, except of plainer material 
He was a most important man in the 
kingdom and not just because he 
was a good cook. It was his duty to 
see that the king was not poisoned by 
bad food or by his enemies. The tall 
headdress with the ribbed sides, 
which ultimately became pleats, 
survives today as the chef's hat 

The General Court of 
Massachusetts, in the 17th century, 
prohibited all women except those of 
wealth or high social position from 
buying expensive hats, In 1673, in 
‘one of many cases, 30 women were 
taken to court in a small 
Massachusetts town for wearing silk 
hoods. Of course, the non-affluent 
yet fashionable ladies of Boston 
that cradle of liberty — regularly 
ignored the law and wore the fan 
ciest hats their husbands could af. 
ford. 

‘The choice of a hat is, perhaps, to 
personal to legislate. Over the years, 
a handful of well-known people have 
made particular hats their own. It 
‘seemed as if Maurice Chevalier was 
born in a boater, Fred Astaire in a 
top hat, Charlie Chaplin in a black 
derby and Al Smith in a brown one. 

Franklin Delano Roosevelt's 
fedoras became almos amous as 
his little dog, Fala, His battered 
brown fedora, survivor of several 
political campaigns, can currently 
be seen in the F.D.R. centennial 
exhibition at the Smithsoni: 
Museum of American History. 

Presidents’ wives left their 
“hatmarks well. It is difficult to 
imagine Martha Washington without 
the mobcap she always wore in 
public, One lace cap that George 
Washington ordered for his wife, it 
has been said, cost more than $500 
in the 18th Century. 

“Dolley was quite addicted to 
turbans,’ Margaret Klapthor, 
curator of political history at the 
‘Smithsonian's Museum of American 
History, says. Dolley 
Klapthor theorizes, was more com 
fortable with her head covered, 
perhaps because she had been 
reared as a Quaker. According to 
one historical source, ‘Every 
morning little Dolley Paine's mother 
sewed a sun bonnet on her head." 

‘The grown-up Dolley preferred 
fabulous Parisian turbans. In 1814, 
at one of her New Year’s Day 
gatherings, she wore a white velvet 
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and satin turban trimmed with 
towering ostrich plumes. A 
newspaper of the day reported 

Being so low of stature, the 
president was in imminent danger of 
being confounded with the plebian 
crowd and was pushed and jostled 
about like a common citizen; not so 
her ladyship! The towering feathers 
above the excessive throng distinc 
tly pointed out her station wherever 
she moved. 

‘Although Dolley's hat served her 
well as a buoy in a bubbling sea of 
humanity, hats have also been 
useful when not on the head. 
Cowboys have used them for 
watering horses. Magicians have 
pulled Easter bunnies out of them. 
One Joseph Hartz may have over- 
done the old hat trick, however. In 
his act, “The Devil of a Hat," he 
filled the entire stage with the things 
he pulled from a single hat. In the 
18th century elegant young men 
carried small hats, called chapeaux 
bras, which they never wore at all 

A hat has been known to have 
medicinal value - as well. Lilly 
Dache, who made hats for stars like 
Marlene Dietrich, Jean Harlow and 
Mary Pickford, prescribed ‘‘a hat 
covered with pink roses to drive the 
blues away.” 

No more uplifting use for the hat 
could be found than tossing it in the 
air in celebration, as United States 
Naval Academy graduates have 
been doing since 1912. This Easter, 
why not put your best hat forward 
and give ita try?

Polk’s vice-president had 
resigned a few days earlier, so At 
chison, by virtue of his position as 
Senate president. was the only 
person legally able to execute the 
powers of the president until Taylor 
was sworn in. Atchison would never 
have been president for one day if 
Taylor had taken the oath of office 
immediately following the ex 
piration of Polk's term, but it fell on 
Sunday and Taylor refused to in 
terrupt his day of Sabbath

Diuretics, drugs 
prescribed to increase urine output 
can cause a potassium deficiency 
To replace this lost potassium a 
doctor will prescribe a potassium 
supplement or advise patients to eat 
foods such as oranges, bananas, 
asparagus, potatoes and dried 
fruits, which are high in potassium.

The venerable vessel 
began life as a training ship for 
Danish seamen, survived a 
ster at sea and completed a 
globe-circling voyage when it 
was more than half-a-century 
old. Today, the Joseph Conrad, 
its masts soaring above the 
recreated 19th-century seafaring 
village on the banks of the 
Mystic River, brings to life 
colorful maritime traditions of 
the past for thousands of 
Museum visitors each year 

Strolling its teakwood deck, 
even dedicated landlubbers are 
intrigued by demonstrations of 
such nautical matters as sail 


setting and furling, chantey 
singing and capstan work 
(raising the anchor) 


Frequently, the visitors are 
called upon to lend a voice in the 
singing or a hand to the hauling. 
And a Seaport representative is

From mid-April through 
the end of October, the Joseph 
Conrad is the scene of the pic- 
turesque ‘‘Dead Horse 
Ceremony.” The lively activities 
date from the era when crewmen 
signing aboard a sailing ship 
were given a month’s pay in 
advance to purchase supplies for 
the upcoming voyage. Sailors 
being sailors, however, more 
often than not the wages went for 
onshore ‘distractions. Back 
aboard, the woebegone mariners 
often had to work their first 
month without pay in order to 
settle their bills. The month 
over, they stitched together a 


canvas “dead horse," sym 
bolizing their indebtedness, 
stuffed it with straw and 
ceremoniously dropped it into 


the sea from one of the yar- 
darms. Visitors can watch the 
uproarious carryings-on at 
various times during the spring, 
summer and early fall. Call 
Mystic Seaport Museum, (203) 
536-2631, for dates and hours. 
During each Christmas 
season, the Conrad continues 
still another seafaring custom.

New England agricultural revival 


A growing demand for locally 
produced fruits and vegetables may 
stimulate a revival of New England 
agriculture, which gradually 
declined after the great western 
migrations of the 19th century 

According to commissioners of 
agriculture from five of the region's 
six states, the development can be 
attributed to rapidly increasing 
consumer demand for produce that 
is fresher, tastier, and more 
nutritious than the agricultural 
products produced by the nation's 
mass-distribution food network. 

The department heads spoke 
during a day-long conference con: 
ducted March 24 by the New 
England Board of Higher Education 
(NEBHE). Titled “The Knowledge- 
Intensive Development of New 
England Agriculture A Per: 
spective for the 1980s," the con 
ference was held at the Grafton 
(Massachusetts) campus of the 
Tufts University School of 
Veterinary Medicine. 

In Massachusetts, the number of 
farmers’ markets has increased 
from five to 48 in five years, ac- 
cording to Commissioner of 
Agriculture Frederic Winthrop, Jr. 
The number of roadside retail 
outlets has risen from 500 to 800 in 
three years 
Winthrop said that cooperative 
extension services might be used to 
convey new technology and 
government resources to farmers, 
thereby providing much-needed 
expertise and encouragement 
“The farmers we have left are 
excellent; otherwise they wouldn't 
be here. The farmland we have left 
is excellent too,"’ he said 

“We expect this trend to continue 

into the near future,” said Com: 
missioner Stewart Smith of 
Maine, the leading agricultural state 
in New England. He said that the 
farm population of his state is ac 
tually increasing, and that, ‘Nor: 
thern New England, at least, will 
become more competitive with the 
rest of the country in the production 
of food." 
Smith noted that: the region's 
competitive position also may be 
bolstered by high energy prices, 
which are reflected in, food tran- 
sportation costs; a growing scarcity 
of water in the food-producing states 
of the West; and the continuing loss 
of prime farmland to urban sprawl 
throughout the nation. 

Despite these trends, Smith 
warned, the national food chain 
remains strong and New England 
agriculture should not attempt to 
compete head-to-head. Rather, the 
region's farmers should secure their 
market by stressing the freshness, 
taste, and nutritional value of local 
products 
Smith's colleagues cited other

Twelve area students training 
to become medical assistants 
are gaining first-hand ex- 
perience at the Lahey Clinic 
Medical Center. 

The senior-year students, who 
attend Fisher Junior College. 
Middlesex Community College, 
and Shawsheen Valley Technical 
High School, are serving “ex 
ternships" in the Medical 
Center's outpatient clinies under 
the direction of Lahey staff 
members. Two other local 
students from Aquinas Junior 
College recently completed the 
program. 

Medical assistants prepare 
patients for examinations and 
assist during them, and they 
instruct patients about various 
tests. They also handle telephone 
communications and process 
patient records. At the Lahey 
Clinic, medical assistants work 
alongside Lahey personnel in the 
6 clinical departments and in 
the electrocardiogram (EKG)

Clinic nursing staff teach the 
students the functions of medical 
assistants on a one-to-one bas:

Common Sense Approach to 
Taking Medicine’. Many of us 
have to take medicine.

Our 
reactions are different with 
different ages. Growing children 
need different medicines as,well 
as the elderly. ‘When we take 
any medication” Mr. Putney 
id, ‘‘we should not just blindly 
take a drug. We should un 
derstand why we are taking it, 
when we should take it, and what 
we should take it with.’’ When 
and how a medication is taken 
can significantly alter the effect 
of the drug. When you have 
questions about a medication,

Medications have 
directions which should be very 
carefully read.

fectively to control these 
diseases but an adjustment in 
dosage may be indicated from 
time to time.

effect of a medication. The final 
person for advice is the phar: 
macist who makes sure that the 


patient understands the 
medication. The family prac 
titioner should direct you. We 


should also opt for a low salt diet, 
we need less salt now, and salt 
can be damaging to the system 
There is a lot of medical in: 
formation published in the 
media, some accurate some 
inaccurate. In his closing 
remarks, Mr. Putney em 
phasized that to be a 
knowledgeable consumer in the 
interest of our own health, we 
should get information from the 
physician or pharmacist as it 
relates to each of us as in 
dividuals.

1% pound sweet butter 
2'4 tablespoons flour 

1 yeast, cake or dry 

‘2 cup lukewarm water 
ablespoons suga 
1 teaspoon salt 

3 cups lukewarm milk 

22 cups flour 

1 egg yolk mixed with 1 teaspoon 
water 

Cream butter and 24 tablespoons 
flour. Wrap and refrigerate 
Dissolve yeast in warm water with 1 
teaspoon sugar and ': teaspoon salt 
for 5 minutes. 

Add milk. Sift 2 cups flour with 
remaining sugar and salt. Blend in 
yeast. Dough should be soft.

1 teaspoon vanilla 

4 eggs, well beaten 
4 cups sifted flour 


2.cups water 

1 cup sugar 

1 cup ground poppy seed 
¥% Leaspoon cinnamon 
Grated rind 1 lemon 


Topping 

Legg yolk 

1 tablespoon cold water 
Sugar 

Chopped nuts 

Cool milk to lukewarm and soften 
yeast in 's cup of the milk. To 
remaining milk add butter, sugar. 
salt and vanilla and stir until the 
butter has melted. Add beaten eggs 
and yeast 

Sift flour and add gradually, using 
only enough to make dough stiff 
enough to be kneaded until smooth 
and elastic. Cover and let rise until 
doubled in bulk. 

Boil water with sugar until 
syrupy. Add poppy seed, cinnamon, 
and lemon rind. Mix well and cool 
Roll out dough on a floured board 
until quite thin. 

Cut into triangles. Spread with 
filling and shape into crescents by 
rolling them from the straight end 
toward the point. Brush with beaten 


egg yolk to which cold water has 
been added and sprinkle with sugar 
and chopped nuts. 

Let rise until doubled in bulk, then

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The Arts: A Solid Gold Investment 


by the State Arts Council 


“The arts are a solid gold in 
vestment” is the slogan for the 
Massachusetts Council on the Arts 
and Humanities’ newest planning 
initiative designed to increase 
business support for the state's 
cultural community through 
regionalized business committees. 

Governor Edward J. King un: 
veiled the goals of this far-reaching 
project in a press conference held 
recently at the State House in 
Boston. The Council initiative is 
expected to increase corporate 
giving {rom the current $3 million 
level to $4.5 for 1982. “The project is 
a prime example of a public-private 
partnership which captures the 
meaning of President Reagan's 
‘New Federalism’," commented the 
Governor in describing the Cor: 
porate Support Project 

The three regional business 
committees created in Worcester, 
Boston and the Berkshires by the 
Mass. Council on the Arts and 
Humanities will encourage links 
between businesses and arts 
organizations the Springfield 
Business Fund for the Arts, which 
join this effort, has been in existence 
since 1978. Leading these groups 
are: David Starr, Publisher of the 


Nancy Perkins, the Council's 
Corporate Support Project director, 
says, “The arts community in 
Massachusetts is important to the 
economic health of the state. 
Massachusetts is the third largest 
arts producer in the nation 
providing over 14,000 jobs and 
having an overall impact of $763 
million within the state.” 


David Starr, publishet of the 
Springfield papers and a Council 
member, notes that 

Massachusetts corporations 
contribute $3 million (or 2 percent) 
annually to the combined operating 
budgets of arts group located here in 
the Commonwealth. In San Fran: 
cisco, an area similar to Boston 
demographically, corporate support 
represents 4 percent of the total 
combined budgets. That figure is 7 
percent in Houston and 14 percent in 
Minneapolis 


‘Federal cutbacks coupled with 
Proposition 2's," says Anne Hawley 
executive director of the Mass.

Because little information existed 
on corporate giving in 
Massachusetts, Perkins established 
a valid data base and then went on to 
explore the potential links between 
business and the arts. She conducted 
more than 75 in-depth interviews 
with corporate leaders across the 
nation and oversaw a survey that 
examined the giving patterns of the 
top 261 corporations in 
Massachusetts, 


“There are many ways to form 
alliances that \are of mutual 
benefit,” says Perkins. “When an 
arts organization approaches a 
corporation, it should be aware that 
corporations contribute to the arts 
for four basic reasons — to offer 
benefits to employees, to improve 
employee recruitment and reten 
tion, to create an image or presence 
in the local community and to invest 
in the economic development of the 


most important groups for any 
company are its customers and its 
employees. Paintings on the wall 
can’t substitute for paying em- 
ployees well or providing a good 
product or service to the public, but 
they add a special dimension to the 
environment.”’ And, Perkins notes, a 
company that buys wisely is in 
vesting well, for all the while the 
paintings decorate the walls, they 
increase in value 


‘The Rouse Company, developers 
of the popular Quincy Market in 
Boston, is widely known for its 
creative interaction with the per- 
forming and visual arts. In Boston, 
the company donated space for 
Museum of Fine Arts outreach 
exhibitions and made room for the 
special Bostix booth where tickets 
may be purchased to many per- 
formers and exhibitions in and 
around town. The benefits to the 
public are clear — easy access to 
fine art and tickets. For Rouse, the 
payoff lies in increased traffic and 
goodwill
